To the inhabitants of the Town of Northumberland, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange Hall, 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, 
March 9, 1954, to act upon the subjects hereinafter 
mentioned. The polls will be open at said place and date 
from 9.00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6.00 o’clock in 
the afternoon for the reception of your ballots under 
the Australian Ballot Laws; furthermore, you are here- 
by warned that on said date and place, at 9.30 o’clock in 
the forenoon, the matters of appropriations and such 
other business properly coming before said meeting will 
be taken up for your consideration and action. 

Article 1.* To choose by ballot the following town 
officers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town treas- 
urer, two auditors and one highway agent. 

Art. 2.* To choose by ballot the following town offi- 
cers for the ensuing three years: one selectman, one 
library trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. 

Art. 3. Tosee if the town will instruct its selectmen 
to appoint all other town officers as required by law. 

Art. 4. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to defray the following 
town charges for the ensuing year: (1) town officers’ 
salaries; (2) town officers’ expenses; (3) election, regis- 
tration and town reports; (4) municipal court; (5) se- 
lectmen’s office and town buildings; (6) police; (7) 
fires; (8) insurance; (9) civil defense; (10) blister rust 
and care of trees; (11) public health nurse; (12) health 
officer ; (13) sewer maintenance; (14) town dump; (15) 
vital statistics; (16) highway and bridges: town 
maintenance, summer; (17) highway and bridges: 
town maintenance, winter; (18) road agent’s appropri- 
ation; (19) street lighting; (20) general expense of 
highway department; (21) salting streets; (22) old 
age assistance; (23) town poor; (24) municipal water 
maintenance; (25) cemetery; (26) damage and legal, 
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including dog damage; (27) employees’ retirement; 
(28) interest; (29) libraries; (30) Memorial Day; (31) 
highway apportionment (A) ; and (82) highway appor- 
tionment (B). 

Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 to maintain a public 
playground and to operate the Youth Center Building. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $550.00 in order to maintain 
suitable public skating places in Groveton a North- 
umberland Villages. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $367.85 to the White Mountains 
Region Association, being 10c per $1,000.00 of assessed 
valuation (1/100th of 1%) for the purpose of issuing 
and distributing printed matter and advertising and 
otherwise publicizing the advantages of the town, in 
cooperation with the other 45 towns in the region. 

Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for repairing and improv- 
ing the public playground nesr the so-called Brown 
Road, known as Centennial Field. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not exceeding $1,000.00 for the pur- 
chase of a trailer type tar and asphalt kettle, for road 
patching work. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in an- 
ticipation of taxes in order to pay expenses, said loans 
to be payable from taxes for the year 1954, and to issue 
notes therefore at such rate of interest and payable at 
such time, within one year, and place as the selectmen 
shall decide. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote for a scale of 
discounts for the prepayment of real estate and person- 
al property taxes on the basis of three per cent, if paid 
by June 1, 1954, two per cent if paid by August 1, 1954, 
and one per cent if paid by October 1, 1954, or any other 
scale of discount that the town will vote to determine. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State tax commission to have an audit made by the 
Division of Municipal Accounting, and to make an ap- 
propriation to cover the expenses of such audit. 
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Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to appoint a so-called Airport Committee 
of three members, authorized to confer and consult with 
State and Federal officials in all matters pertaining to 
aircraft landing areas, and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 to cover the expenses of the committee, 
the members to serve without pay. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to Socue a sum 
not exceeding $30,000.00 to construct and equip a 
swimming pool on a portion of the athletic field opvosite 
the hieh school building, said sum to be obtained in the 
following manner: 

(a) To accept the gift of $7,900.00 offered by 
the Groveton Unions, Local No. 41 and No. 61, on 
condition that if constructed the swimming pool 
and equipment shall be the sole property of the 
town. 

(b) That the town vote to raise and expend a 
sum not to exceed $22,100.00, thereby making a 
total amount of $30,000.00 available for said pro- 
ject, and authorize the board of selectmen to issue 
a town note or serial notes not in excess of twenty- 
two thousand one hundred dollars ($22,100.00) in 
payment of the town’s share, in such manner as to 
the amount of annual payment, time of payment 
and interest rates as they may decide, as provided 
in Chapter 72 of the Revised Laws and any amend- 
ment thereof. (Inserted on petition of 10 voters.) 
Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to extend the 

6-inch water main from the present Harry McLaughlin 
house in a southerly direction along the D. W. Highway 
to the residence of Leo Goulet, being a proposed new 
water pipe line for a distance of approximately eighteen 
hundred (1.800) feet, and to raise and expend for the 
same a sum of not to exceed seven thousand five hun- 
dred ($7,500.00) dollars, and authorize the board of 
selectmen to issue a town note or serial notes not in 
excess of seven thousand five hundred ($7,500.00) dol- 
lars in payment, in such manner as to the amount of an- 
nual payment. time of payment and interest rates as 
they mav decide. in compliance with Chapter 72 of the 
Revised Laws and amendments thereto. (Inserted on 
petition of 22 voters.) 
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Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to install town 
water to the garage and motel of Carl Harmer in North- 
umberland Village, and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars for the same 
on condition that Carl Harmer grants without charge 
to the town a right of way through his land for the lay- 
ing of the water main. (Inserted on petition of 10 
voters.) 

Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to lay a new 
(6-inch) water main starting at the intersection of the 
Brown Road with the D. W. Highway, thence along said 
Brown Road to the residence of Ira Robinson, being a 
proposed new water pipe line for a distance of approxi- 
mately 1,300 feet, and to raise and expend for the same 
a sum of not to exceed fifty-five hundred ($5,500.00) 
dollars, and authorize the board of selectmen to issue a 
town note or serial notes not in excess of fifty-five hun- 
dred ($5,500.00) dollars in payment, in such manner as 
to the amount of annual payment, time of payment and 
interest rates as they may decide, in compliance with 
Chapter 72 of the Revised Laws and amendments there- 
_to. (Inserted on petition of 10 voters.)

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT FOR 1953 





Following is a list of communicable diseases reported 
to the health officer for Groveton in 1953. This list 
does not necessarily indicate the exact number of cases 
of any given disease, as many cases of children’s dis- 
eases are treated by the parents and not reported. It 
should be remembered, however, that by law all con- 
tagious diseases should be reported by anyone having 
knowledge of their existence: 

Mumps, 5; influenza, 1; German measles, 4; measles, 
0; pneumonia, all types, 27; chicken pox, 26; scarlet 
fever, 11; tuberculosis, 1; meningitis, 1; whooping 
cough, 0; scabies, 4; rheumatic fever, 2; poliomyelitis, 
0; pediculosis, 11; impetigo, 2; laryngeo-tracheo-bron- 
chitis, 1; trench mouth, 1; ringworm, 4; infectious 
hepatitis, 35; septic sore throat, 31. 

Once again Groveton was fortunate in having no. 
cases of polio, particularly so since several cases did 
occur in Coos County in nearby communities. There 
was quite a large number of cases of virus pneumonia 
(18), which is an insidious disease usually starting as 
a common cold or grippe in a person who for one reason 
or another is run down or has poor resistance. There 
were far fewer cases of septic sore throat (31 as com- 
pared to 104 in 1952). This may be due to increased 
use of antibiotics in early stages of upper respiratory 
infections. There was a minor outbreak of chicken pox 
among the usual childhood diseases. It is interesting to 
note that for the second year in a row there were no 
cases of whooping cough. This speaks well for the pro- 
gram of infant immunization and all mothers are urged 
to have their babies inoculated at an early age, usually 
4 to 6 months. To clear up some misunderstanding on 
the part of the mothers, these immunizing “shots” pro- 
tect the child against whooping cough, diphtheria, and 
lockiaw. 

The people of Groveton were subjected to an epidemic 
of infectious hepatitis. commonly called “yellow jaun- 
dice,” in 1953, and there were 35 cases here. The peak 
of these cases occurred between July and December. 
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This is a virus disease of the liver and the incubation 
period is very long, often several weeks. The disease is 
contagious and may be spread by droplets or unclean 
hands. Several cases occurred in different members of 
the same family, and many of these were children. One 
having had the disease becomes immune to the infection 
for life. 

The water situation is about the same as in 1952. 
Samples were taken throughout the year and sent to 
the State Department of Health for analysis. Of 22 
samples in Groveton, 9 or about 40% were contami- 
nated with the colon bacillus; 13 were satisfactory. 
Seven samples were taken in Northumberland Village 
and all were satisfactory indicating a clean water sup- 
ply. During the dry weather in September the reservoir 
was almost dry and it became necessary to fill it by 
pumping water from the river at the mill. Since this 
water is heavily polluted, it was necessary to set up an 
emergency chlorinating unit, under supervision of the 
State Department of Health. Samples of water from 
the reservoir and the town were taken daily and were 
free of bacterial contamination. As an added precau- 
tion the public was asked to boil all drinking water at 
that time. Permanent chlorination of the water supply 
of the village is needed and probably would have been 
installed during the past year had it not been for the 
heavy expense of the town in 1953. 

Several complaints were investigated, mostly per- 
taining to improper and illegal disposal of refuse and 
garbage. Necessary remedial measures were taken. A 
major problem was disposed of with the closing of the 
unsightly and dangerous dump in Northumberland 
Village. This was accomplished with the cooperation 
of the Groveton Papers Company. 

The people are reminded that any complaint con- 
cerning public health hazards or nuisances should be 
made in writing and addressed to: Health Officer, Grove- 
ton, N. H. All written complaints will be investigated 
and an attempt made to solve the problem satisfactorily.
